H is remarks on Sunday closing 
were em phatic and pointed enough to elicit 
repeated outbreaks of applause from even 
the most radical of bis hearers. 
H e afterwards spoke of the charges to 
which he made so effective a reply at St. 
Louis. H e added that if auy of the Chicago 
people were not satisfied he was perfectly 
w illing to have them appoint a com m ittee 
of three honest m en to investigate his af­ 
fairs. 
On the 14th instant Mr. Powderly w ill 
go to Philadelphia, where he w ill have a 
conference with the chiefs of the Federa­ 
tion of Labor in regard to the m anner of 
presenting the eight hour question to the 
next general assem bly. 
Mr. Powderly 
says he thinks, as he always has, that 
there should be a shorter working day 
than now, but it w ill never be brougLt 
about by strikes. To his m ind, arbitration 
is the only way. 
H e thinks federation is 
receding from its radical position on this 
question.

083 97, the am ount said to be due from her 
m other’s estate. 
A t the tim e of her death Mrs. M ull had 
eight children and her property was left in 
equal shares to them. 
LawsoD, w ho was a 
prosperous business man in this city, was 
made executor, but failed to pay over any 
of the bequests, and for years could not be 
found, aud it was only recently that it was 
learned that he was a resident o f East 
Orange, where he wa3 arrested. 
The affidavits show a story of dishonesty 
that has few equals o f late years. 
T he wifi 
of Mrs. M ull was made som e years before 
her death. 
She m aintained an elegant 
establishm ent in this city, w hile the chil­ 
dren were leaders in society. 
In March, 
1887, a final execution was issued against 
Lawson’s properly in New York, which 
was supposed to be worth $250.000. 
Then 
it was found that he had transferred this to 
his son, George B. Lawson, Jr., and that he 
had left the city. 
It was not until a short tim e ago that he 
was located in East Orange. 
A copy o f the 
decree of the New York Courts was served 
on him , but as he paid no attention to it a 
copy was issued by the Essex Circuit Court. 
Lawson is about 55 years old. 
H e took his 
arrest very coolly.

The feeling seem s to become general that 
the Republic is now firmly established for 
m any years, and whatever may be the re­ 
sult c f to day’s ballot, France will m aintain 
her existing form of governm ent intact. 
Boulanger is no longer a factor in any 
French political problem. 
Those who 
heretofore have been his warmest political 
friends are to-day ready to except the ex ­ 
planation 
of 
the General’s, disastrous 
overthrow at the polls, which is anything 
but creditable to their former chief.

are utterly unable to comprehend that the 
French people should have delibeia’ely re­ 
pudiated them selves and their revolution­ 
ary schemes. 
They now insist that their defeat is due 
entirely to the failure of General Boulanger 
to use the large sum s of m oney which had 
been given him to aid in carrying the 
elections, for the purposes for which they 
were intended.

PUGILISTIC TRAINING. 


A thoughtful Eastern contemporary well 
says that “ the popular opinion which 
finds much that is worthy of praise in the 
method of training pursued by the aver­ 
age pugilist is undoubtedly based on a 
total misconception of the facts in the case. 
It is true that abstinence from intoxicating 
liquors of all sorts is insisted on while he 
is preparing for a fight, and that excesses 
in eating as well as in drinking are for­ 
bidden. 
Early hours, too, both in retiring 
and rising, are rigidly inculcated. To this 
extent the system to which the prize- 
tighter is compelled to submit deserves all 
the commendation which if receives. 
Be­ 
yond this, however, praise can not reason­ 
ably or consistently go.” 
When we come 
to examine the matter closely we find that 
this is true. Training for pugilism ha* been 
going on with us for fifty years, but no one 
can point to any beneficial effect it has had 
upon oar generation. 
A few men have 
been trained to over-exertion and endur­ 
ance in one direction, at the sacrifice of 
vitality and vigor in others; the youth of 
¡.he day has not felt because of pugilistic 
training any influence that has made its 
physical development superior to that of 
the grandfathers. The pugilist is trained to 
unusual 
and 
extraordinary 
effort, to 
monstrous output of muscular strength, 
and to endurance that taxes the vital 
organs to the uttermost, and these men do 
not become noted as long livers, or as en­ 
joying the blessings of a healthful old age. 
On the contrary, the statistics prove that 
they break down early and die early. The 
old pugilists are those; we find, who ceased 
from training liefore they were thirty 
years of age, yet the pugilist is not more 
intemperate than the average of men, in 
use of food or liquors, and the average man 
outlives him. Physical training has its evil 
in the fact that it Ls not even, general and 
proportionately distributed over the man. 
The resuit is, that when it ceases, lie runs 
either to extreme obesity, extreme lean­ 
ness, or wasting of the vital organs, pre­ 
cisely as unbalanced machinery will wear 
down and give way liefore its time. 
Pu­ 
gilistic is, in short, not athletic training. 
The latter looks to the even, easy, general 
development of all the parts; it takes 
special care that there shall lie no im­ 
pairment of liodily vigor by the over-train­ 
ing of any one part. 
It gives as much at­ 
tention to the abdominal muscles, the hack 
and loins, as to the legs, arms and shoul­ 
ders, while it is jealous of any tax upon 
the heait, lungs or other internal organs 
to which, in the subject trained, they are 
not fully equal. 
The athlete is not given 
to understand that he can afford to neglect 
his brain any more than his muscles. He is 
trained, under proper systems, to bring 
into healthful and natural play all the 
parts of his body, to allow no muscle by 
disuse to become useless and an incum­ 
brance, to put upon no muscle or limb a 
strain that may not be shared in due pro­ 
portion with equal ease by all others. 
So it is that the gymnasium, under proper 
direction, is a school of physical develop­ 
ment, while the boxing ring is, as a rule, 
the school of ill training. 
The one gives 
us a better, stronger, longer lived class of 
m en; the other gives us phenomenally and 
irregularly deveioi>ed one-sided men, whose 
progeny is almost invariably ill propor­ 
tioned, weak and devoid of vigor, and who 
themselves 
soon 
decay 
and 
rarely 
retain 
any 
of 
the 
benefits 
of 
their 
early 
muscular 
training. 
To 
those who have been deceived into the 
belief that the boxing mania of the day is 
excusable or endurable because of physical 
compensations, the subject we have barely 
touched upon ought to be an interesting 
one, and the statistics of which will unde­ 
ceive them. 
When Muldoon trained Sul­ 
livan recently, and brought him up from a 
physical wreck to strength and vigor, he 
went far beyond pugilistic training. 
His 
system was that of the athlete, whichi 
applied in degree to all men, would he 
beneficial, as we recently |>ointed out when 
styling him Dr. Muldoon. 
But in Sulli­ 
van's case it was rapid and unusual work, 
not general and applied for a specific pur­ 
pose. 
W hat was done for Sullivan was not 
what would or should lie done for a ll; hut 
It served to show what athletic training 
may do for the race, when it does not run 
to the one-sided extremes of pugilistic 
preparation. 
As a contemporary has well 
said in treating of the subject, and to 
which, by the way, the press is now wisely 
giving much attention: 
Tbe sort of training nhich the world needs U 
th at which w it deielop the bodily powers 
equally, strengthen the brain as well as the 
muscles, aud enable men to readily, eheeriuuy 
am1 sstlsfsctoriaily meet tne requirements aim 
obliga isiis Khieh social life Imposes; but ibis 
•on ol training tbe pus lists' system emphat­ 
i c a l l y does not and cannot furnish. 


THE NEW SOUTH AWAKING. 


Judge Tourgec stylos the negro in the 
South as “ cur semi-citizen.” 
It is an apt 
designation. Under the policy that has 
been pursued with regard to him, it is sur­ 
prising that he can be even thus desig­ 
nated. 
But there are signs that a change 
of policy is about to take place and that 
he will presently he given ample op[»or- 
tunily to prove hL capacity as a full-blown 


citizen. 
A few days ago we quoted from 
leading Southern exponents 
of public 
opinion expressions showing a disposition 
to “ about face” on the negro question 
and give the law enfranchising him free­ 
dom of action—a policy that will sooner 
than any other settle the negro question and 
remove all cause for irritation at the North. 
We are now able to quote further expres­ 
sions of the same order. Referring to re­ 
cent outrages upon the negro, the Greens­ 
boro (Ala.) Watchman says, in denuncia­ 
tion of the lynching of negroes : 
The frequent lynching* in Alabama have a 
m eaning so plain that “ a wayfaring man, 
though a fool,” can discern it. 'lhe masses 
have no confidence in the execution of the 
laws. 
Six mouths ago that anti-negro journal 
would not have dared to so express itself. 
The Mobile (Ala.) Register, referring to the 
same class of outrages and the wisdom of 
putting an end to them, lias to say : 
No. the law is all right, but the public co n- 
science is not sufficiently awakened to the ta 
crcdness of human lile. * » * This whoie 
m atter may be summed up by the statement 
that the massess elect the law makers and the 
adiniuistrators of the law. 
They have tbe 
whole matter in their own hands. It is in their 
power to change the laws in any respect they 
choose. There is no excuse then for lynch law. 
But these are not nearly so significant of 
an awakening conscience as the following, 
from the Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution, which 
has at last risen to the level of the gravity 
of the question: 
As for the white people, there is but one thing 
for them to do. That is. todo right. To protect 
the negro in his rights—to give nim justice and 
friendship and counsel. ’io punish those who 
wrong him. To hold this course to the very 
last—and to quiet with strong aud resolute hand 
the storm that threatens. And let us see to it 
that the Pledgers who do not have the respect 
of their own race, shall not win it through the 
indignation of the white race. 
Such tones as these are not given by 
journalists that are not, or who do not be­ 
lieve they soon will be, in harmony with 
the public sentiment. It should be stated 
in explanation that the “ Pledgers” re­ 
ferred to are a class of negro agitators and 
extremists, whose efforts appear to be nut 
forth to stir up strife and embitter the 
negroes against the whites. The New Or­ 
leans 
Times-Democrat appears to have 
swung into line with the new South that 
Mr. Cable has so steadily and bravely 
maintained will soon assert itself, and de­ 
clares : 
We must look the m atter squarely in the face- 
It is foolish and criminal to turn awav and pre" 
tend that such acts as that at l’Anse Berluchan 
are exceptional and not likely to occur again, 
and ought, therefore, to be overlooked. They 
are the inevitable fruit of a conspiracy against 
the law, aud as long as this regulator conspiracy 
exists we may look, not for one, but a dozen 
repetitions of this tragedy. 
The sum and substance of all these 
utterances is that leading journalism at 
the South has discovered the inevitable, 
and discerned what will come to pass if 
the “ Old South” policy is adhered to, and 
is, therefore, bravely sounding the note of 
warning against a posssible race conflict, 
but which the whites of the South can avert 
by removing the restraints now put upon 
the law. 
That done our Southern friends 
will find that there is at the North not a 
particle of sympathy with any attempt on 
the part of the blacks to domineer or to 
ride rough-shod over the rights of any 
citizens. On the contrary, with the legal 
guarantees of the negro granted to him in 
reality, he will by the people of the whole 
country he held to the most rigid and ex­ 
acting accountability. 
Negro domination, 
the cowing of whites, the assertion of 
social supremacy, of which the South has 
had so much to say, as a menace, will no 
more be tolerated by the people of the 
United States, with whom the love of 
justice and fair play stands foremost, than 
they would submit to the usurpation of 
power by a foreign force. When the strug 
gle to keep the negro dependent ceases, the 
danger of negro supremacy will vanish 
and the “ race problem,” so-called, will 
work out its own solution according to 
natural and peaceful methods. The South 
has only this to do in the present, make 
no concealment of the truth, submit to no 
infraction or repression of the law, and 
punish its violation regardless of color or 
social condition, and it can safely trust 
the future to the administration of the 
wisdom and justice of the American people. 


T h e sensational story that a tob ready 
press put afloat that Chile is displeased 
with the sele-tion of the Secretary of State 
as President of the Pan-American Con­ 
gress, is authoritively denied. It appears 
that the Chilean minister, who is a dele­ 
gate to the Congress, did not attend the 
opening session simply because his col­ 
league had not arrived with his creden­ 
tials. 
H e did not go upon the excursion 
because his duties as Minister demanded 
his presence in Washington, hut he pro­ 
poses to join the party before the trip is 
ended. 
In the Washington Star Minister 
Yarras emphatically denies that Chile is 
surly because of the choice of Mr. Blaine. 
On the contrary, he asserts that the Chil­ 
ean delegation is pleased with the selec­ 
tion, and would have voted for Mr. Blaine 
had it beeu present. 
The American po­ 
litical reporter is too apt to supplement 
his news reports with conclusions of his 
own. 
Almost weekly this class of news­ 
paper tueu make blunders, as bad as in the 
particular instance cited. W hile it is true 
that the Chilean delegation was not pres­ 
ent at the opening of the Congress, the 
reiwrter could easily have ascertained the 
unconcealed fact that the junior delegate, 
bearing the credentials of the delegation 
had not arrived. The reporter preferred 
to jump to the sensational conclusion that 
Chile had drawn out of the Congress be­ 
cause of unfriendliness to Mr. Blaine. 
There was no warrant for the judgment 
reached, hut the reporter managed, just 
the same, to create a feeling of distrust and 
unpleasantness concerning a portion of the 
guests of the nation, a fact that all who 
have the high purpose of the Congress at 
heart must sincerely regret. 
News re­ 
la tin g from Washington really appears 
to he, half the time, sensational conjecture 
and baseless. 


WASHINGTON CULL1NGS. 


W e sympathize with Governor Towle 
iu his protest against the order to locate 
Gerónimo and his baud of rascally savages 
in North Carolina. Such thieving cut­ 
throats should be put in some remote 
place and far removed from settled com­ 
munities.

B L A IN E AS PR ESID EN T. 


T he C hilean M inister Says th e D elegates 
W ere P le ased to V ote for H im . 
W a sh in g to n , October 6th.—The Evening 
Star, which published a true account of the 
BUiue-Chilean difficulty, yesterday pub­ 
lished tbe following ; “ I am well pleased 
at Mr. Blaine’s election as President of the 
International American Conference,” said 
Senor Don Emilio C. Varas, the Chilean 
Minister, to a Star reporter this morning. 
" There was no opposition to the person of 
Mr. Blaine. With one accord all the dele­ 
gates are pleased with his selection. The 
publication was true in stating that I did 
not vote for Mr. Blaine, but there was a 
mistake as to the reasons. The reason I 
did not attend the inauguration of the con­ 
gress and vote for Mr. Blaine was that I 
had not received my powers, my creden­ 
tials from my Government, aud had no 
light to take part in the inauguration of 
the congress. I knew that I bad been se­ 
lected as a delegate, but nty associate had 
not yet arrived with the credentials. That 
is why I was not there to vote, but I was in 
favor of Mr. Blaine’s selection and wonld 
have been glad to vote for him. The state­ 
ment that I oppose the election of Mr. 
Blaine is not true. My failure to go on the 
excursion is cited as corroboratory of the 
story, but I did not go for the reason that, 
as a Minister, I have legation affairs that 
require my attention. 
I should have gone 
as far as West Point, however, but 1 could 
not get the train in time. I hope to so ar­ 
range my business as to join the party for 
a part of tbe tour.” 
"Did you not attend the secret conference 
of 3outh American and Mexican dele­ 
gates ?” the reporter asked. 
'T h at conference was informal,” he an­ 
swered. “It was merely a conversation, 
and while I had no right to take part in 
any formal action I was a delegate, and it 
was proper that I should join in this in­ 
formal talk. There was no op csition to 
Mr Bleine in the conference. Without 
exception the delegates were most friendly 
to Mr. Blaine. The question was asked 
whether it would be legal to elect him 
President of the conference. It was merely 
a question of our right to do so. It was de­ 
cided that he could serve, and it gave pleas­ 
ure to every one to be able to vote for him. 
Do I make myself clear? There was no 
oue whe did not want Mr. Blaine to pre­ 
side.”

NOT SO IN C A LIFO R N IA . 


W aslilD gton Society Y earns for th e Com - 
p anionsliip o f C hinam en. 
W a sh in g to n , October Gth. — The late 
Chinese Minister to the United States left 
many friends here and his departure seems 
to be greatly regretted. He left most of his 
friends handsome mementoes. Senator and 
Mrs. Dolph were the recipients of a valuable 
foreign vase, mounted upon an elaborately 
carved stand of teak wood, the whoie in­ 
closed in a frame-work of crimson plush 
lined with gopher wood. 
It was accom­ 
panied by a note and a photograph of the 
Embassador. 
The regulations put in force by the newly 
arrived Minister, in restricting 'the liberty 
of the members of his legation, will be 
greatly felt by the social world at large. 
Previous to sailing for home Dr. Yow, Sec­ 
retary of the Chinese Legation, spoke can­ 
didly of his regret at the new system to be 
introduced by the Minister’s successor, and 
pledged the rule would prove a mistake in 
many ways. The incarceration of the wife 
of the present representative, and her total 
deprivation of any of the liberties usually 
occorded ladies of foreign embassies proved 
a topic of adverse comment. 


PO LIT IC A L OBSTRUCTIONIST. 


R o g er Q. M ills Gives th e D em ocratic P ro ­ 
g ram m e A w ay. 
W ash in g to n , OctoberGth.—Although not 
a protege of an Administration which gave 
him added strength with his own side, it is 
clear that Roger Q Mills, of Texas, pro­ 
poses to take up his original “bull in a 
china shop” role which so enlivened the 
late Congress. 
He asserted that bis party is prepared to 
take a firm siaDd in the next House, and 
tbe Republican majority shall do nothing 
which the Democrats do not give their 
consent to beforehand. 
This position, together with the stubborn 
determination of Oates, of Alabama, to 
disagree, not only with his political oppo­ 
nents but with his own party, makes the 
outlook for the organization and change in 
the rules very unpleasant for the Republi­ 
cans. 
It is evident that the Democrats are bent 
on mischief, and that they will put Mills 
forward to become the responsible leader 
of the obstructionist methods. 


L O W ER 
C A LIFO RN IA . 


I t ls Said C ongress W ill P u rc h a se I t at 
th e C oining Session. 
W ash in g to n , October 6th.—The purchase 
from Mexico of the peninsula of Lower 
California, it is more than likely, will come 
before Congress again for consideration, 
and iu all probability under more favor­ 
able circumstances than ever before. 
The Senate Committee on Irrigation, re­ 
cently investigating the subject in Califor­ 
nia, found at the extreme south end of the 
State a tract of bottom land, the extent of 
which is very great, the soil being fertile, 
but practically worthless unless irrigated. 
The land could be watered at little expense, 
plenty of water being available near by, 
and all that is necessary being to cut a 
canal to the Colorado river. However, the 
only practical point at which this can be 
done is across the Mexican border. 
The only satisfactory way to accomplish 
this work would be the purchase of Lower 
California, and it is thought that Mexico 
might be induced to sell, as the land is of 
little value to her. There are many reasons 
urged why the purchase should be made, 
one being that it would have the effect of 
giving our Pacific coast line a natural ter­ 
mination, just as tbe purchase of Florida 
completed the Atlantic coast line. 


T H E A M ERICA N CONGRESS. 


T he D e leg ate s P ass a P le asan t Sunday a t 
th e H ub. 
B o sto n (Mass.), October G'h.—It has 
been a Sunday of peaceful but picturesque 
and instructive sight-seeing for the Ameri­ 
can Congress. The delegates were this 
morning taken down Boston harbor on a 
tug, under the escort of Mayor Hart and a 
committee of Aldeimen, to Deer Island, 
where they were shown the House of Cor­ 
rection, where the city's petty criminals 
are sent, the Reform School, where are 
over 200 boys, between eight and twelve, 
the waifs of Boston’s streets, and the Alms 
House. 
The delegates were impressed by the hu­ 
manity and bealthfulness of the treatment. 
The boys oí the Reform School sang patri­ 
otic songs greatly to ihe delight of the vis­ 
itors, who applauded enthusiastically. 
The delegates had already seen some­ 
thing ot New England industry, thrift and 
love of learning, but to day they were 
given a glimpse ol the more tender and 
paternal side of public character. 
They were startled out of their reserve 
and two of their speeches were noteworthy. 
Senor Velarde, of Bolivia, said he believed 
this Congress wonld be the starting point 
of a great Government, which wouid oc­ 
cupy a prominent part in the history of the 
American continent. Bolivia would go 
half way to meet the advance of the United 
States. 
Senor Zelaya, of Honduras, declared 
the people of Honduras, and indeed all 
Central America, expected the greatest re­ 
sults from this Congress. 
Senator Davis in a speech declared that 
the surest way to unite the hear',sand com­ 
merce of the continent was to connect 
North and South America by a great rail­ 
way. 
This suggestion was warmly applauded 
and several delegates openly say that they 
will do all in their power ’ to further this 
plan. 
In the afternoon the delegates relumed 
to Boston and were driven to Cambridge 
past Harvard University and to Brookline, 
where a reception was given at the home of 
Moss Gardner, a leader in Boston society. 
Some of the delegates express regret that 
the State Department has planned to carry 
the excursion no further West than Oma­ 
ha. They express a wish to see the Pacific 
coast, but it is doubtful whether the time 
will permit such an extension of the jour­ 
ney. 


DROPPED DEAD. 


S udden D em ise o f th e W ell-K now n Ca­ 
te re r 011 th e Solano. 
When the transfer boat Solano was 
placed in service between Port Costa and 
Benicia several years ago John Lane, a 
well-known colored man, and his wife, 
rented the coffee and lunch-stand, which 
they have run continuously since. Old 
Uncle John, 8S he was familiarly called, 
hecame quite well known to all who trav­ 
eled between the capital and the metrop­ 
olis. 
He had a smile and a pleasant word 
for all he met, and doled out excellent 
sandwiches and generous cups of coffee. 
Last evening as the overland was being 
transferred across tbe straits of Carquinez, 
a dozrn or more Sacramento passengers 
made a rash for Uncle John’s coffee stand. 
Uncle John had their orders in a twinkling 
and was passing over 
the sandwiches 
while making humorous replies to the 
hurried orders of the hungry crowd. 
Just 
as the orders were all filled, Hugh LaEue 
came rasbing up and called out loudly for 
“two soft boiled eggs.” 
“No hot water, sir. 
Can fry you two, 
though, in a jiffy.” 
“ Ail right; fry them.” 
Uncle John turned aronnd to fill the 
order, when he fell forward on the cooking 
range. An athletic newspaper man, who 
was “muncliiog” a sandwich, leaped over 
the connter and raised the caterer’s form 
from the red-hot range. He was dead. An 
affection of the hesrt had carried him off 
with the celerity of a stroke of lighlniDg. 
His wife, who stood just outside the coun­ 
ter, was a witness io his sudden death. He 
was GO years of age.

Edward Curtis, who accompanied the 
Governor as one of the party, told a Rec- 
obd-U nion reporter that the receptions 
were the most enthusiastic he had wit­ 
nessed in many a day. “And,” said he, 
“the people were 
as earnest and sincere 
about it as they could be. 
It was a 
case of ‘spontaneous combustion’ on their 
part. Why, in that little town of Redding 
every man, woman and child turned out. 
irrespective of politics, nationality or sta­ 
tion. Rich and poor stood side by side 
aud cheered for him. People carné from 
miles around to see him. There was one 
old man who tramped twenty-five miles to 
shake hands with the Senator, and I tell 
you it was a warm grasp that the Senator 
gave him. Then 
when we 
got to Red 
Bluff the demonstration was still bigger— 
it being a larger town than Redding. The 
Senator and his wife must have shaken 
hands with 2 000 people in that place. They 
surged about him, and pushed one an­ 
other in order to reach him, and nearly 
suffocated him. In Chico there was an­ 
other crush and jam, but the climax was 
reached when we arrived at Marysville. 
Why. we couldn t hear ourselves think—if 
you will permit the expression—on account 
of the din. Every factory whistle in town 
was blowing, school-bells'church-bells and 
fire-bells were ringing as thousands of peo­ 
ple at the depot were cheering. Whew ! It 
must have made the Senator's head swim. 
Oh, I tell you he has thousands upon thou­ 
sands of friends who are as true as steel, 
and so has Mrs. Stanford. The children 
everywhere loaded her down with flowers 
and looked upon her as the guardian 
angel of all youngsters." 
Senator Stanford states that the Shasta 
air has completely restored his health. 
“Mountain air,” said he, “is simply grand. 
It is neither too warm nor too cold, and is 
the greatest of invigorators. I have been 
sick off and on for the past five or six 
years, but I believe my health is com­ 
pletely restored.

EDUCATION IN HUMBOLDT. 


S u p e rin te n d en t H o itt Speaks in G low ing 
T erm s o f its P ro g ress. 
Ira G. Hoitt, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, returned yesterday from Eu­ 
reka, where he has been attending the 
Humboldt County Teachers’ Institute. 
When asked how he found educational 
matters up in the redwoods, Mr. Hoitt 
said: “In no part of the State are the peo­ 
ple more interested or more earnest in the 
cause of popular education than in Hum ­ 
boldt county, and the Eureka papers appear 
to vie with each other in their efforts to aid 
its advancement. Of the 120 teachers in 
the public schools of the county 118 were 
present at the Institute; about 35 per cent, 
of them are men. and a more earnest corps 
of thoughtful workers it has seldom been 
my lot to meet. All seemed to have come 
to the Institute to get what good was to be 
had and a large number of them took an 
active, intelligent part in tbe discussions. 
“Professor W. WT. Anderson, formerly 
Principal of the Sacramento High School, 
was present as Institute Instructor, and did 
good work. One day was set apart as 
school officers’ day, and all the Trustees of 
the county invited to be present. A good 
number came and took part in the discus­ 
sions, which became 
very 
interesting. 
County Superintendent Brown is a capable, 
painstaking officer, and has the affairs of 
bis office and county well in hand. The 
people at large took a lively interest in the 
exercises and the large hall was well filled 
at each session. The teachers of Eureka 
gave the teachers of the county a reception 
on Tuesday night and the Faculty of the 
Eureka Acedemy, of which 
Professor 
Phelps is Principal, gave a reception and 
banquet to the entire Institute on Wednes­ 
day evening. 
“On 
Friday afternoon, Major 
John 
Vance, Eureka’s millionaire, tendered the 
use of his steamer and invited tbe mem­ 
bers of the Institute to take a trip around 
the Bay and a visit to the Government 
breakwater, which is being constructed at 
the entrance of the harbor, and all had a 
most enjoyable time, which ended with 
cheers and a vote of thanks to Major Vance, 
the singing of the “Star Spangled Banner” 
and "Sweet Home.” The oldest teachers in 
the county declared Ibis to be the pleasant­ 
est and most profitable Institute ever held 
in the county. 
Personally, nowhere in 
the State have I received more cordial wel­ 
come or been more royally entertained. I 
was the recipient of a beautiful cane made 
of native materials, presented by Major 
Vance, who also tendered me a special 
train and took me to the Eel river country 
and to the Logging Camp, thirty miles into 
the redwoods. 
‘‘The people of Eureka are justly proud 
of their new school house which is beiDg 
finished, and will cost, when all complete, 
$40,000. 
Twelve other districts in the 
county are building new or enlarging their 
present 
school-buildings. 
Considerable 
disappointment was expressed that the Mc­ 
Gowan county high school bill, which 
passed the last Legislature, was not ap­ 
proved by the Governor. 
As a whole, I 
was delightad with my trip.”

Police officer Farrell was strolliDg along 
J street yesterday m orning about 7 o’clock 
when his attention was attracted by an 
elderly and som ewhat respectable looking 
m an, apparently about 50 years of age, who 
was acting in a rather strange m anner. H e 
was gesticulating wildly with his arm s and 
now and then would yell at the passers by at 
the top of his voice. 
The officer followed the m an for some 
distance, and becoming convinced that he 
was intoxicated placed him under arrest 
and took him to the Police Station, where 
he was locked up to sober oil'. H e gave 
his nam e as J. W . Ricks. Farrell thought 
no more about the matter, and resumed his 
prom enade, considering it a trivial case, and 
did not enter any charge against the pris­ 
oner, intending to release him when he re­ 
covered from the effects of his spree. 
Five or six hours after this occurrence, 
Ben Steinauer, proprietor of the New W ill­ 
iam Tell House, came to the police station 
and reported that a woman was in his 
house who was suffering from an overdose 
of chloroform, administered to her by her 
husband, evidently with murderous intent. 
H e said that the couple had arrived Satur­ 
day night from San Francisco and had en­ 
gaged a room. 
Yesterday forenoon the 
room was locked, and several times the 
chambermaid, in passing through the hall, 
had heard some one groaning w ithin. The 
girl finally reported the m atter to Steinauer 
and he made an investigation. 
He found 
the woman lying upon the floor in an un­ 
conscious condition 
with her hair and 
clothes disarranged. 
H e attempted to rouse 
her, without avail, and fearing that she was 
dying, summoned a physician. The doctor 
succeeded in restoring the w om an to her 
senate after considerable difficulty. 


T H E W OM A N ’S ST O E Y . 
The doctor and Steinauer questioned the 
woman, and she stated that during the 
night she had been troubled with a head­ 
ache, and her husband went out and pur­ 
chased a bottle of som ething which iie said 
was camphor, and a sure cure for head­ 
aches. She inhaled it, and that was the 
last she remembered. 
“ W here is that cam phor? ” asked the 
doctor. 
The woman pointed to where it stood on 
the wash-stand. 
It did not take the medical gentleman 
long to find out that, instead of being cam­ 
phor, the fluid was chloroform. 
The necessity of reporting the m atter to 
the police was realized by both gentlemen, 
and Steinauer did so at once. 
Chief of Police Lee and officer Frank 
Rider got into a buggy and drove at once 
to the lodging-house. The woman 
re­ 
iterated the story told to Mr. Steinauer, but 
also added that, since she had discovered 
that she had been chloroformed and that 
her husband was missing, she bad come to 
the conclusion that his intentions were to 
rob her, and possibly to m urder her. She 
gave her husband's name as J. Wakeley 
and her own as Mrs. Jensen. 
“Thought you were m arried?” said one 
of the officers. 
“ W ell,” she said, hesitatingly, “ we were 
m arried by contract, and have been living 
together about a m onth.” She then went 
on and toid tfiat W akeley had wooed and 
won her, but did not like the idea of being 
m arried by a priest or minister; hence the 
contract business. They lived happily for 
two or three weeks, and then W akeley 
persuaded her to sell out her lodging-house 
business, so that they both 


M IG H T GO TO C H IC A G O , 
W here she owns some property. 
After 
selling out they packed up, and her per­ 
sonal effects twefe shipped to this city—so 
■Wakeley told her—to await their arrival 
here. 
Upon their arrival in Sacramento 
they bought a bottle of whisky and took a 
room aB the New W illiam Tell House. 
Both drauk rather freely, and the bottle 
gave out. 
W akeley said he would go out 
for another, and as she had a headache, he 
also volunteered to get “som ething” to re­ 
lieve her. 
Before going out he coaxed her 
to put her money—some $200—under the 
pillow, as it was not conducive to good 
health to sleep with that am ount of gold 
nestled in her bosom, as she was wont to 
carry it. 
W hen he had gone the thought 
struck her that burglars never forgot to 
search under the pillows for valuables, so 
she slipped on a wrapper, and taking her 
money, took it down to the office and de­ 
posited it with Steinauer for safe-keeping. 
W hen Wakeley returned he exhibited the 
bottle of chloroform, but, telling her that 
it was camphor, easily persuaded her to in­ 
hale its fumes, after he had saturated a 
handkerchief with it. This occurred at 
about 2 o'clock in the morning, and that 
was all she could remember. 
The condition of the room, the bedding, 
and the woman's clothing indicated that 
W akeley had made a vigorous search for 
the $200. but not finding it, and being unalue 
to arouse the woman, he became frightened 
and left the place, locking the door after 
him . 
H e did not forget, however to drain 
the whisky bottle before leaving. 
The officers considered the m atter a very 
serious affair and at once set about to locate 
W akeley. 
“ W hat kiud of a looking fellow is h e?” 
asked Rider. 
Mrs. Jensen described her worthy spouse, 
anditstrucK Rider as tallying exactly with 
the intor.icated individual whom officer 
Farrell had arrested early in the morning.

woman.

Rider departed at once for the prison and 
left the Chief to get further particulars 
from the woman. Arriving at the station- 
house Rider repaired to Rick’s cell and 
greeted him as follows:

How about that 
womau you brought up from 'Frisco with 
you ? ” 
Ricks jumped as if some one had ex­ 
ploded a bomb under him . "W ho told 
you about that woman ?” he gasped. 
"W hy, you did when you were drunk 
this m orning,” answered Rider, v en tn riD g 
a little fib in order to draw his m an out. 
“The h 
I did! My God, wbat a fool 
la m ,” and Ricks-W akeley began to tear 
his hair and curse him self violently. Rider 
could get no more out of him —he did not 
need any more. 
No charge has as yet been entered against 
the man, as it was thought advisable to 
w ait until he is thoroughly sobered up, 
when he might be able to tell more about 
the affair.

Oh, how m any who have 
claimed and appeared to be Christians at 
that tim e will be shown up in their true 
colors! 
“Those leaves that are the dullest in ap­ 
pearance in April will be the beautiinl 
ones in autum n, with all the delicate tints 
aud hues painted and blended here and 
there to perfection. 
“ Leaves m ake due preparation for their 
fall, unless torn away by torce. Oh, if m an 
would only take example and make prep­ 
aration for the life to come before he passed 
from life away! 
Let us take heed, my 
brothers and sisters, from the forest; the 
yellow shower of autum n only falls to give 
place to the new ones which appear in the 
following April. If we prepare in this life 
we may live again hereafter. 
Man some­ 
times thinks that be is im portant and that 
it is necessary for him to live, but let us 
see. The leaf falls and is trod upon and 
no notice taken of it. So it is with m an; 
he drops and is lost and forgotten; his 
place is filled by one just as competent 
and ju st as good as his predecessor; just as 
m otner earth receives the autum n leaf, so 
she receives man. 
The leaf cannot live 
apart from the twig, neither can the twig 
live apart from the tree. Just so with man; 
neither can he live apart from God.

Last night Aleksa was the victim of an 
attem pted 
assassination. 
H e does not 
charge Pagni with it, as he saw no one, but 
thinks that as Pagni prophesied trouble for 
him if he tired off his pistol at night that the 
“ trouble” has begun, and that it has some 
relation to the Pagni scandal. Still he 
may have been fired at by thieves and for 
the purposes of robbery. 
However that 
may be, he came to tfie station-house at 
m idnight last night, accompanied by a 
neighbor, Mr. Stackhouse, and both were 
greatly excited. 
Aleksa says he left his home, which is 
near the Italian gardens, on the extension 
of J street, about 5:15 yesterday, and drove 
into town. 
H e w ent to the residence of 
District Attorney Bruner to see him , but 
found he was out of town. 
H e then vis­ 
ited a friend at the grocery store, T hir­ 
teenth and J streets, and about half-past 10 
o’clock started home. W hen opposite the 
gate of the Jewish cemetery, on the J-street 
extension, and as he was driving on the 
right hand side of the road, he was fired at 
three times, with about a second between 
the first and second shots, and scarcely any 
perceptible interval between the second 
and thiid. The first bullet struck at the 
lower end of the right lappel of his coat, 
and 
tore 
through 
the 
garm ent, 
leaving 
a 
ragged 
hole, circular, with 
radiating rents, and showing a perforation 
made, evidently by a very large sized b al­ 
let. The second bullet grazed the under 
side of his left wrist; the third went wide 
of its m ark. Aleksa’s horse took fright 
and ran off up the road toward his stable. 
Stackhouse says that about ten o’clock 
he was disturbed by the furious barking of 
dogs. 
H e got up and went to his door and 
saw three men in front of A leksa’s house, 
sitting or crouching. As he opened his 
door they rose ud and moved off toward 
the city. 
H e could give do definite descrip­ 
tion of them as they were too far distant.

A leksa’s 
arrival 
home, 
he 
got a pistol and cartridges, 
and Stack­ 
house 
having 
a fast 
horse, hitched 
up and drove Aleksa to the station house. 
At the saloon near the bridge, and just 
below the cemetery, Aleksa left his pistol, 
saying it was against the law to carry it 
inside the city, and he would not violate 
the law.

P lacerville, October Oih.—The trial of 
the People vs. Bert Jackson, accused of the 
m urder of W. R. Melvin, commenced on 
Monday last and occupied the Court for the 
entire week. 
District Attorney George H. 
Ingham was assisted in the prosecution by 
Prentiss Carpenter, and tin y made out a 
strong case. The defendant was repre­ 
sent si by ablecounsel The jury was out one 
hour, and brought in a verdict of murder 
in the first degree, aud d ied the penalty a‘. 
im ptisonm ent for life. 
Melvin was a laneher, living alone four­ 
teen miles east of Piacerville. On the 29th 
of May 1 ist he was found dead in his cabin, 
having been shot with a rifle. 
A new suit 
of clothes was inissiug from the cabin, and 
afterwards 
lien 
Jackson, a half-breed 
Indian, 
twenty 
years 
of 
age, 
was 
Been wearing a suit quite sim ilar. He 
was arrested, and the bail which took 
M elvin's life was round to exactly fit Jack 
son’s rifie. The clothes and this ball were 
ail the evidence there was against the Iot 
dian, and before he was captured he did 
away with theclothes. 
He undoubtedly would have escaped 
E 
unisbm ent were it not that he confided 
is story to a fellow inm ate of the jail by 
nam e of Fellows. 
Fellows “ pumped ” the 
unsuspecting Indian and he confessed to 
the m urder und stated that when he found 
he was suspected he burned the suit of 
clothes, thus destroying the strongest evi­ 
dence of his guilt.

They carried tbe man to a house near by 
and called a doctor, who could do nothing. 
The m an was removed to the hospital, and 
the doctors performed an operation. They 
cut him open and found tbe larger intestine 
was cut in six places. 
It was too badly cut 
to patch, and they took away a foot of it 
and sewed him up. 
He can’t live a day. 
He came from 
Puyallup a m onth ago and had no enemies. 
It is expected that it was a case of mistaken 
identify 
They were looking for another 
man. 
No robbery was attempted and 
nothing said. It w asa premeditated crime. 
The policemen bunted in droves and ac­ 
complished nettling. 
Two men accosted a deckhand on a 
steamer half an hour after, asking if the 
boat went to Victoria. They stated that 
they had got into trouble up town and 
wauted to get out of the country. 
It is the fourili m urder in four m onths, 
the s< cond within two blocks. The town 
is full of bard characters and “hold-ups” 
and robberies occur nightly. 
Tbe citizens to-night held an indignation 
me eting, and. in the hope of instantaneously 
and effectively ridding tbe city of tbe lawless 
element, cffered $2 DUO reward for the appre­ 
hension of Crosby’s assassins. The reward 
would have been doubled but for fear of 
stim ulating some dastard to swear away 
the life of an innocent m an.

Tacoma, October 6th.—The returns of 
the election show that Tacoma is not only 
the ieading city in W ashington, but tbe 
leading city of the four new States. The 
vote of the largest cities of the four new 
States was as follows : Tacoma. 5,321; Se­ 
attle. 4,560; Butte (Mont.), including neigh­ 
boring camps. 4,109; Helena (Mont.), 2 553; 
Spokane Kalis, 3 148, and Sioux Falls (S 
D.), 2.100. 
Tacoma is nearly one fifth 
larger than Seattle. It is about one-third 
larger than Helena and twice as large as 
Sioux Falls. 
W ashington cast the largest vote of any 
of tbe Slates, exc -pt South Dakota, which 
was allowed two members of Congress. 
Tbe total vote of South Dakota was about 
80,000; that of North Dakota about 37,000 
The total vote of W ashington last Novem­ 
ber was 46,353. 
It will exceed 60,000 this 
year. So it will be seen that Tacoma has 
a large State to support its wonderful 
grow th.

THE RAILROAD HOSPITAL. 


W h at H as B een D on e in th e P a st T w en ty 
T ears. 
[Krom th e Occidental M edical Tim es.l 
Tbe St. Louis Medical and Surgical Jour­ 
nal, in connection with the Convention of 
Railroad Surgeons, recently held in that 
city, alludes to the fact that the Southern 
Pacific Company's Hospital, at Sacramento, 
was the first of its kind in the United 
States. Few, perhaps, are aware that onr 
railroad hospital was entitled to this honor, 
and it will be interesting to briefly review 
the conditions that led to its foundation, 
and tbe establishm ent of the present med­ 
ical service. 
In 1863, when the construction of the 
Central Pacific Railroad was commenced, 
accidents occurred from 
tim e to time 
amongst those engaged in the stupendous 
undertaking. The country along the line 
of road was then but sparsely settled, and 
the local practitioners available were thus 
brought into close relation with the pro­ 
jectors of the enterprise. 
W hen this had 
been completed, some of these physicians 
were selected so that at different points a 
surgeon could be found to attend" to em ­ 
ployes or passengers injured on the line. 
The first man appointed under this system 
was the late Dr. Bergman, of Reno. Nev., 
in 1870, and the next Dr. Meigs, of Elko, 
in the same year. In those days railroad­ 
ing in the far West was a new science, of 
which the inhabitants of California were 
ignorant, so that the force necessary to 
equip the road was m aiuly recruited in 
the East. These men were away from 
their familiee, and the majority of them 
were single, so that when sick or injured 
they were destitute of the comforts of a 
home, and often dependent for support 
upon their comrades or employers. R eal­ 
izing that provision m ust be made for this 
anomalous state of things, the company 
established the “Central Pacific H ospital” 
at Sacramento in November, 1868. The hos­ 
pital, which was erected at a cost of $64,000, 
consists of a m ain building, 60x35 feet, four 
stories and basement, with a wide veranda 
at each story, two wings, 35x52 feet, and a 
kitchen, 24 feet square, removed a few feet 
from the main building. Tbere are six 
wards and eight private room s; in all ac­ 
commodations for 125 patients. 
The six 
wards are each forty-fuur feet in length by 
twenty-three feet in breadth. Those on the 
first floor are fourteen feet in h ig h t; on the 
second floor twelve feet, and on the third 
twelve feet six inches. [These figures have 
been obtained from a “Condensed H istory 
and Statement of the W orking of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company’s Hospital,” 
compiled by tbe late J. R. Watson, who 
was lor m any years its Superintendent, and 
always took an active interest in its wel­ 
fare.] The building was carefully designed, 
aud was well and substantially constructed, 
so that to-day, twenty years from its foun­ 
dation, it still futlfils its purpose satisfac­ 
torily. Everything necessary for the treat­ 
m ent of injury or disease is provided, and 
in the m atter of drugs, surgical appliances 
and diet greater liberality obtains than is 
usual under hospital management. Every 
employe taken sick or receiving injuries 
when in the actual service of the company 
is entitled to medical treatm ent or adm is­ 
sion for a period not exceeding the length 
of time he shall have been in the employ­ 
m ent of the railroad company. 
N oneshall 
be entitled to medical treatm ent for the re­ 
sults of venereal infection, intemperance, 
bad habits, vicious act, hereditary, consti­ 
tutional 
or 
previous 
infirm ity. These 
rules, 
however, 
have 
always 
been 
most liberally construed. 
In 
1888 the 
daily average num ber of beds occupied 
was sixty-three, at a cost of $1 30 ¡for each 
bed; the total cost of m aintenance per 
diem being $76 37. 
In order to meet the 
expenses in connection with the institu­ 
tion, 50 cents m onthly is deducted from 
the pay of every empíoye, except steam ­ 
boat hands and Chinamen. The first sur­ 
geon to the hospital was Dr. S. P. Thomas, 
who resigned in 1869, and was succeeded 
by Dr. A. B. Nixon, who served in that 
capacity until his resignation in 1885. He 
was succeeded by Dr. Thomas W. H unting­ 
ton, at present chief surgeon to the hos­ 
pital. In addition to the usual staff, the 
h-spital is now officered as follows : A sur­ 
geon, two consulting surgeons, and a resi­ 
dent assistant (the latter a qualified prac­ 
titioner), a dispenser, who is also a stew­ 
ard, and a clerk. Out-patients are at­ 
tended at the hospital, and those preferring 
to rem ain at home are visited at their 
houses. 
In 1869 the num ber of cases 
treated at the hospital was 306, the num ber 
of patients at their bouses being 779. In 
1888 tbe figures were 1,184 and 3,312, re­ 
spectively. 
This, briefly, was the hospital system of 
the Central Pacific Railroad as it was in ­ 
augurated twenty years ago, and as it is 
still m aintained iii connection w ith the 
Sacramento H ospital. At that tim e the 
company owned a line from San Francisco 
to Ogden only, and its employes numbered 
about 5,000. 
[This includes those em ­ 
ployed in construction (except Chinamen), 
and who, as well as the operative force, 
paid hospital dues.] 
To day the Pacific system of the com­ 
pany extends from El Paso in the south, 
to Portland, Or., in the north, and from 
San Francisco in the west, to Ogden in the 
east, while branch lines and feeders extend 
in every direction. The arm y of men em ­ 
ployed in working these railroads, and who 
pay hospital dues, is about 13000. The 
multiplication of branch lines, the increase 
of traffic, and the establishm ent of many 
large depots, repair shops, round houses, 
etc., have also m ultiplied the sources of in­ 
jury. The medical" system has, therefore, 
oeen greatly extended, until the charges 
upon the hospital fund are barely met by 
the income. 
Local surgeons, to the num ­ 
ber of fiftv-five, have been appointed along 
the line of the various roads. Their duties 
are to render medical and surgical assist­ 
ance and service to any persons injured bv 
accident, and to sick employes on or about 
the railroad within tbeir "respective dis­ 
tricts. Several of the local surgeons are 
paid where the am ount of practice war­ 
rants the expenditure. The company does 
not conduct any hospital except that at 
Sacramento, but arrangements have been 
made with existing institutions in San 
Francisco, Oakland, Los Angeles, Tucson, 
and Portland, Or., for the admission and 
treatm ent of employes at points where no 
hospitals exist. Medicines are furnished 
by certain druggists or by tbe medical at 
tendants, who are paid from the hospital 
fund. On October 1, 1888, Dr. F. J. Huse 
was appointed Superintendent of the Hos­ 
pital Department. 
Previous to Dr. H use’s 
incumbency tbere bad never been an ocu­ 
list in the company’s employment. 
This 
defect was, however, soon remedied by the 
appointm ent of Dr. W m. E lltry Briggs, at 
Sacramento, and others at points where 
their services were likely to be urgently 
Deeded. 
This, briefly, is the medical system of 
the great western corporation, and while 
we often hear that the company is deriving 
a handsom e profit from the hospital fund, 
it will be evident to those who know any­ 
thing of such matters that tbe money must 
be very carefully haudled to afford the 
necessary service.
